W. A. Bowen, 86, widely-known 
farmer of Lavonia, Ga., and father of 
17-year-old Pryor Bowen, who drove 
the automobile in which John K. 
Ottley Sr., was kidnaped July 6, shot 
and killed himself at his home in La- 
vonia late Sunday. 

Police Chief D. W. Adams said 
the charge from both barrels of a shot- 
gun struck Bowen in the chest. He 
found the weapon beside the body, 
with a string attached to the trig- 
gers in such fashion that the gun 
could have been discharged by pull- 
ing the string with a toe. 

For several days, Adams * said 
members of the family told him, 
Bowen had spoken of a plan to shoot 
an dog. and several times he had gone 
out of the house with his gun but 
always until Sunday night, returned 
without firing a shot. 

Tonight, Adams said members of 
the family told him, the farmer left 
them sitting on the front porch and 
went to bed. A short time later, he 
was heard to rise and go out through 
the back of the house. An _ instant 
later the report of the gun was heard, 
and members of the family ran to 
the back to find Bowen lying dead, 
attired in his night clothing. 

His widow, and his daughter, Miss 
Wilma Bowen, 20, who were in the 
home at the time, did not immediately 
assign a reason for the act. Neigh- 
bors stated that the father had been 
sorely worried over the difficulties 
of his son, Pryor. 

Youth Sobs in Cell. 

Prvor Bowen Sunday night was in- 
formed by his brother, Cary Bowen. 
of Atlantic City, N. J., of their 
father’s death. Shown the story in 
The Constitution, young Bowen paled, 
and began to ery. Within a few sec-

Atlanta’s high accident toll must

OL MAGNATE'S KI 
ARRANGE TO MEET 
RANSOM DEMANDS 


Millionaire, Abducted By 
Machine-Gunners, Is 
Snatched From Home 
While Playing Cards. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, July 23.—() 
Arrangements have been made by the 
family of Charles F. Urschel, million- 
aire oil man, snatched from his home 
last night by two machine gunners, to 
pay ransom as soon as contact with 
the kidnapers is established, it was 
learned authorjtatively today. 

District Attorney Herzert K. Hyde 
said he believed word would be re- 
ceived from the kidnapers within 48 
hours. 

Federal agents took complete 
charge of the investigation, which was 
veiled in secrecy. 

A rogue’s gallery picture was iden- 
tified as that of the smaller of the 
two gunmen by Urschel’s friend, W. 
R. Jarrett, who also was abducted, 
but released an hour afterward early 
today. Jarrett refused to comment, but 
his identification was reported to be 
positive. 

Urschel and Jarrett, also a wealthy 
oil man, were playing cards with 
their wives when the two kidnapers 
entered the sun-porch. 

No communication from the gang- 
sters who hold Urschel a prisoner had 
been received late today. All investi- 
gators maintained a tight-lipped si- 
lence concerning leads upon which 
they were working. 

Jarrett said he believed the gun- 
men were “professionals,” were well 
acquainted with Oklahoma City 
streets and hoped to leave the impres- 
sion that Charles “Pretty Boy” 
Floyd, notorious desperado, was in- 
volved. 3 

The men made no mention of ran- 
som and treated their victims “like 
gentlemen” Jarrett, genera! mana- 
ger of the Jarrett Petroleum Corpo- 
ration, said. He was released about 
10 miles from Oklahoma City on a 
country road, but said he had “prom- 
ised the kidnapers to keep quiet” 
about the exact whereabouts. 

_After being given a ride into the 
city by two youths, Jarrett hastened 
to the police station and then to the 
Urschel home, where he _ conferred 
with Mrs. Bernice Slick Urschel, wife 
of the kidnaped manf? the widow of 
Tom Slick, famous oil pool discov- 
erer. 

Jarrett, worn and nervous, said 
he had made no arrangements to con- 
tact the kidnapers or to open ran- 
som negotiations. 

“They didn’t say a half dozen words 
to me all the time we were driving.” 
he said. “When we had gone a mile 
or so, the driver, the dark complex- 
ioned one who was giving orders, turn- 
ed to the other and said, “Floyd, give 
me a cigaret.’ He bore down hard 
on the ‘Floyd,’ but the fellow no more 
resembled Floyd than I do. 

“When got out of the car, I 
said ‘Urschel, I know you’re hard 
up, but try to deal with them so you 
won't get hurt.’ I said it just loud 
enough for them to hear. 

“Once before I started to speak to 
Urschel and one of them told me to 
shut up.” 

Jarrett described the kidnap car as 
a black sedan, but he did not see the 
license tag. 

Mrs. Ursechel was composed, but 
weary today and her mother, Mrs. J. 
Frates, of Tulsa, came to her 
side. 

Urschel was in excellent health and 
Mrs. Urschel, expressing confidence 
“Charles will work it out all right,” 
said she was thankful it was not her 
daughter, Betty. 16, instead. 

Recounting the story of the kid- 
naping to her friends today, Mrs. 
Urschel told of hearing a motor car 
halt at the driveway of her home, 
of the two swarthy, black-haired men 
bursting into the room a few minutes 
later. 

The thickset leader, menacing the 
group with a machine gun while his 
companion, also armed with a machine 
gun, stood at the door, said: “Don't 
move or make a sound or we'll blow 
your heads off. / Which one is Ur- 
schel ?”

WASHINGTON, 
President Roosevelt will 
administration’s gigantic and un- 
precedented campaign to increase 
mass purchasing power tomorrow by 
asking industry to “sign on th2 
dotted line’ agreements for uniform 
higher wages. and shorter working 
hours. 

The chief executive’s address to- 
morrow night, which he drafted to- 
day aboard the yacht Sequoia, will 
be the signal for such a mass attack 
on public opinion as this nation has 
not seen since the war. 

Trains speeding out of the capital 
tonight were bearing to every one of 
the country’s 5,000,000 employers the 
agreements they are asked to sign 
fixing a 35-hour week and a 314 
weekly minimum wage for labor, 
with a $15 minimum wage and a 
40-hour week for the “white-collar” 
worker.

High Pressure. 

Following the president’s opening 
plea for co-operation, the country 
will be flooded with literature, with 
speeches, from the platform, over 
the radio, through the motion piec- 
tures, expiaining his objective and 
that of General Hugh S. Johnson, 
recovery act administrator.

Sweat Shop Levels. 

Likewise, he will show how wages 
have been slashed during the _ last 
three years and how hours gradualiy 
have been increased to the “sweat- 
shop” levels of several years ago in 
many cases. 

An example of the low wages now 
prevailing was cifed today in a re- 
port by Secretary of Labor Frances 
Perkins on the shirt industry. An 
investigation of 20,000 pay roll rec- 
ords in nine of the principal manu- 
facturing states showed that half of 
the workers in the industry earned 
less than $7.40 a week in the early 
part of this summer. The highest 
average earnings were $9 in New 
York, the lowest, $5.50, $5.60 and 
$6.10, respectively, in Delaware, 
Maryland and Pennsylvania. 

Publication of this report, which 
will be followed by those of other 
industries, represents Miss ,Perkins’ 
part in the general campaign to raise 
wages through “pitiless publicity.” 

With his voluntary blanket agree- 
ment plan inaugurated, Johnson now 
is pushing ahead with his drive to 
get detailed industrial codes drafted 
to establish the recovery program on 
its permanent basis.

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HULL SEEKS LIM 
ON W. E. C. RECESS 


Work of Economic Parley 
Just Started, American 
Secretary Feels. 


LONDON, July 23—(#)—Cordell 
Hull, American secretary of state, in- 
sisting that the work of the world 
economic conference scarcely even had 
been started, was reliably reported to- 
day to be convinced that the recess 
of the parley must be definitely lim- 
ited to assure a reconvening. 

The secretary’s position was claimed 
to be that an indefinite adjournment 
after next Thursday would leave such 
uncertainty over the fate of the world 
conference that resumption of the 
work would be jeopardized. 

Mr. Hull was understood to have 
under consideration, a recommenda- 
tion that the recess be for a maxi- 
mum period of three months, with the" 
steering committee authorized to call 
the nations together earlier should it 
decide this is desirable. 

Meanwhile Senator Key Pittman’s 
pact between eight silver producing 
and holding countries seeking to raise 
the price of the white metal stood 
out as the. greatest tangible achieve- 
ment of the conference thus far. Some 
delegates felt that this in itself was 
adequate justification for the parley 
having: been called. 

Members of the wheat conference 
prepared to resume their negotiations 
tomorrow, with the American dele- 
gates insistent that an agreement for 
relief of the wheat-growing industry 
must be reached. 

The nations still were in consider- 
able disagreement as to the status 
in which the parley should be left 


after the final plenary session Thurs- 
day, but Prime Minister Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, of Great Britain, president 
of the assembly, was understood to be 
supporting Mr. Hull in the tentative 
proposal for a definite arrangement 
under which the delegates must re- 
assemble to tackle afresh the serious 
economic problems harassing the 
world. 

Differences were said to exist even 
in the British cabinet as to the proper 
procedure, with one group skeptical 
as to the outcome of the later assem- 
bly. In any case, important conference 
circles seemed fairly certain that the 
steering committee would be kept as 
a permanent organization with power 
to recall the delegates when and if 
prospects for accomplishments seemed 


GRAIN HEADS PLAN 
PARLEY ON PRICES 


Exchanges To Reopen To- 
day With Rigid Restric- 
tions on Fluctuations. 


WASHINGTON, July 23—()— 
The ablest grain experts in the United 
States were summoned to meet to- 
morrow at the department of agricul- 
ture to establish a policy on prices. 

At the same time the grain markets 
will open tomorrow morning under a 
rule designed to prevent wide fluctu- 
ations in prices. The minimum price 
has been set on the basis of quota- 
tions at the close of futures trading 
last Thursday. Minimum prices on 
wheat, for instance, will be; July, 90 
cents; September, 91 cents; Decem- 
ber, 95 1-2 cents; May, $1. 

This program, approved by Secretary } 
of Agriculture Wallace, was advanced 
by the Chicago Board of Trade as a 
means of preventing a collapse in 
commodity prices. After the market is 
established on the basis of the mini- 
mum prices, future price ranges will 
be limited to five cents a day in wheat 
and a corresponding amount for other 
grains. 

To Save Trade 

The department frankly said the 
action was taken to rescue a promi- 
nent trader whose name was not di- 
vulged. Holding a bullish position on 
13,000,000 bushels of corn, he was 
caught in the price break and would

A Lucky Slam 


BY ELY CULBERTSON, 
World’s Champion Player and 
Greatest Card Analyst. 


It is iy good fortune every month 
to judge some thousand odd Bridge 
hands which are sent in to a national 
magazine as part of a huge prize 


contest which has been running for 
over a year, 

Most of these hands are quite in- 
teresting and many of them are very 
fine from a technical point of view. 
However, in the great majority of 
them some fortunate Declarer fulfills 
a redoubled Slam contract by means 
of three finesses, a squeeze and three 
end-plays—and ocasionally a coup to 
boot. The most common of all the 
hands submitted for the contest is, 
in other words, what might be termed 
a lucky Slam. 

I have a hand of my own to con- 
tribute, which is of this type. On 
the hand below my partner and J

Outside the home of Eleanor and

He had his choice of stone flagging 
cut into small pieces or of cement 


blocks made on the spot to fill the

He made some frames for the ce- 
ment, using two by fours. He decided 
to have the cement blocks vary in size, 
therefore he made his frames of dif- 
ferent sizes. Each frame was made 
separately to hold the mixture of one 
part cement, two parts sand and three 
parts of half inch gravel or slag. He 
stirred these together, adding water 
to make it of the consistency of cot- 
tage cheese. 

The frames were filled. At the 
end of a half hour the top was 
smoothed with a trowel, working off 
water which rose to the surface. At 
the end of three days’ drying the 
frame was knocked off and the block 
was ready. Frank might have given 
the top a coating of cement and sand 
to the depth of one-half inch, thereby 
making the top smoother.

Wipe Out Part of Big 
Drop Effected in Fever- 
ish Early Days. 


NEW ORLEANS, July 23.—(&)— 
The cotton market during the past 
week was feverishly active and prices 
fluctuated more wildly than they have 


in years. Early week prices ad- 
vanced to new high levels for the 
season. with October at 11.98, but 


near the close of the week October 
traded as low as 9.49, a drop of 2.49 
points or virtually 2 1-2 cents a pound 
or $12.50 a bale. 

Near the end of the week there was 
a recovery of 91 points from the 
low level, but the week closed with 
a net decline of 132 points, or a net 
loss of about 135 points. The price 
was fully 175 points below the high 
of the season, or nearly $9 a bale. 

The early advance was due large- 
ly to the sensational jump 
grain prices, particularly wheat, and 
advance in stocks, coupled with

The passing of Dr. J. W. E. Bowen, 
who for a number of years served as 
professor of church history in Gam- 
mon Theological Seminary, and Dr. 
N, B. Young, former president of 
Florida Agricultural and Mechanical 
College, Lincoln University, Jefferson 
City, Mo., and supervisor of negro 
high schools of the state of Missouri, 
removes from the stage of action two 
of the most eminent men in their 
field connected with the program of 
negro education. 

Dr. Bowen, in addition to serving 
as professor, was also vice president 
of Gammon and for four years he 
was president of this theological semi- 
nary. HiMdreds of young men have 
come under his direct tutelage and 
are reflecting the example of his life 
set before them and translating his 
unusual philosophy of life into their 
daily contacts, whether as ministers 
or lay leaders in the church life of 
the community whege they live. 

Dr. Bowen was a graduate of Bos- 
ton University and had given 40 years 
of service to his church, his race, his 
country and his God. Perhaps his 
largest contribution.to social progress 


and educational advancement was 
given in public speaking. In the days 


of his prime he had few equals and 
no superiors, His oratorical ability and 
his engaging personality on the plat- 
form won for him a reputation as a 


public speaker that few men _ have 
enjoyed.

He served 
for a number of years as head of 
the academic department of Tuskegee 
Institute. For 22 years he was presi- 
dent of the Florida Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, Tellahassee, Fla. 
He was twice elected and served two 
terms as president of Lincoln Uni- 
versity, Jefferson City, Mo. The 
break in his administration came as 
result of change of political party 
control. From the presidency of 
Lincoln he went to supervisorship of 
negro high schools in the state of 
Missouri. 

Both of these men were natiorally 
known and recognized as having spe- 
cial gifts in their respective fields of 
endeavor through which they made 
an enduring contribution to the edu- 
cational uplift, social advancement, 
spiritual well-being and interracial 
understanding. Both of them lived to 
see their children grown and in good 
positions as result of the splendid 
educational equipment and extraordi- 
nary training they were given.- They 
both lived. and served their three- 
score and ten years and will go down 
in history as two outstanding bene- 
factors of human society.
